A local freight operating each 
way a day between Richmond 
and Columbus in lieu of the 
present mixed train schedule 
was 
offered

railroad men Thursday morning 
at the hearing in the local court 
house on the railroad’s petition 
to 
abandon 
service 
on 
that 
division 
which 
goes 
through 
Rushville. 
Cal McIntosh of the Public 
Service 
Commission 
was 
in 
charge 
of 
the 
hearing 
and 
sitting with him was William 
Holmes, .railroad inspector of 
the commission, who recently 
succeeded David Mathews. 
Frank Davidson, attorney for 
the railroad, opened the hearing 
by reading the petition filed by 
the company for cancellation of 
the present trains and service. 
Mr. Davidson stated that trains 
946 and 947 now operate daily 
except on holidays and Sundays 
between Richmond and Colum­ 
bus, leaving Richmond in the 
morning and coming back from 
Columbus in the evening. There 
is also a switch run operating 
between Shelbyville and Colum­ 
bus. Freight, passengers, mail, 
baggage and express are carried 
on these mixed trains. 
Mr. Davidson stated that the 
railroad was not unmindful of 
its obligations to the communi­ 
ties which provided the com­ 
pany with business and said 
that the company did not wish 
to take away the freight service 
as the passenger end was the 
only thing bothering the com­ 
pany. At Mr. Davidson’s sug­ 
gestion, 
the 
commission 
ad­ 
journed for 45 minutes to see il 
the opposite parties could come 
to terms without the formality 
of a continued hearing. 
After nearly an hour of dis­ 
cussion, however, between the 
railroad men and remonstrators 
from towns and cities along the 
line, it was seen that no amicable 
adjustment could be made and 
Commissioner 
McIntosh 
re­ 
sumed his place on the bench 
and opened the evidence.

cussion, John Ridgley, superin­ 
tendent 
of 
the 
Indianapolis 
division 
of

railroad, told the remonstrators 
that they would receive better 
freight service with the local 
freights 
than 
they 
are 
now 
getting with the .mixed trains 
and the switching run. 
The local freight service, as 
proposed by the company, would 
not run on a schedule, except on 
departure from Columbus and 
Richmond, would not carry ex­ 
press, mail or passengers but 
would handle milk in all-size 
shipments and would do all 
switching. 
If the commission 
grants this petition the local 
freight service would supplant 
the mixed trains and the t>nel- 
byville-Columbus switching run. 
Faster freight movements on 
this division would result with 
the two local freights, one to 
leave 
Columbus 
and 
one 
to 
leave Richmond every morning 
except Sundays, 
the 
railroad 
men declared. 
As the locals 
would not run on a schedule 
much dead time, which 
the 
mixed trains consume in order 
to hold to their schedule when 
there is no work, would be saved, 
according to the railroad men. 
The present station agents on 
the division would not be re­ 
moved, it was brought out, if 
this plan is accepted and mail 
would be carried by star routes. 
Revenue figures on this divi­ 
sion through the present pas­ 
senger system were related by 
Mr. Ridgley.

cense Law, which has been a t­ 
tacked inr a suit filed in the 
Marion County Circuit Court. 
The suit, brought by a person 
whose driver’s license has been 
suspended, undertakes to have 
certain sections of the Indiana 
Driver’s License Law declared 
unconstitutional, and also 
re­ 
quests that no funds be spent in 
enforcing the driver’s license law 
under the sections attacked in 
the suit. It is understood that 
the suit, in which the officials of 
the State Automobile Depart­ 
ment are made defendants, will 
be vigorously defended by coun­ 
ty authorities, the staff of the 
Attorney General of Indiana and 
of the Hoosier State Automobile 
Association. The suit is built 
largely around the question as 
to whether a person whose driv­ 
er’s license was suspended is en­ 
titled to a trial by jury and also 
questions the section which pro­ 
vides for the suspension of driv­ 
er’s license against persons who 
are “ under the influence” of li­ 
quor. 
• The Indiana Driver’s License 
Law was patterned almost en­ 
tirely after the model code of the 
Hoover Conference, and the ex­ 
perience of t h e many other 
states who have such a law," 
said M. E. Nobiet, Secretary-

Commercial ap p le orch ardists h ave long want­ 
ed to know h ow big th eir ap p les would grow. 
Sales of ap p les on th e trees are contracted in 
some sections of th e country early in th e season, 
and errors in judging th e p robable sup p ly of 
large and small ap p les h ave frequently “up set 
th e ap p lecart” and disturbed th e financial ex ­ 
p ectations of orch ardists. 
According to th e study made by th e United 
States Bureau of Agricultural Economics in th *. 
Hood River Valley th e amount of moisture dur­ 
ing th e fruiting season is h eld p ractically con­ 
stant by irrigation and th e little variation in 
summer rainfall, and summer temp eratures h ave, 
a marked effect up on th e growth and develop ­ 
m ent of th e ap p les. 
Ex tremes in temp erature, 
eith er h ot or cold, tend to ch eck growth with 
consequent m aturity at smaller sizes. 
In some 
y ears th e length of season and amount of rain­ 
fall in summer ap p arently h ave some influence 
up on size, but th e effect of th ese factors is not 
as p ronounced as th at of temp erature. 
Th inning, cultural p ractices, and th e use of 
fertilizer were 
management factors 
found to 
h ave an imp ortant influence up on th e develop ­ 
m ent of fruit, but th e conclusion is reach ed th at 
unless th ere is a marked sh ift in th ese p ractices 
frp m one y ear to anoth er th ey are not likely 
to be imp ortant for th e entire valley in any one 
y ear. No sy stematic record of th inning or oth er 
cultural p ractices, h owever, is available, so th e 
influence of th ese factors can not be measured.

A word of caution about th e dangers th at are 
to be avoided by th ose unaccustomed to “rough ­ 
ing it” may be th e means of saving lives. 
Th ere is p lenty of advice to be found on th is 
subject, th e most imp ortant of wh ich is making 
certain th at th e drinking water is p ure. If th ere 
is any reason to believe th at water for drinking 
p urp oses is contaminated, it sh ould be boiled so 
as to eliminate all • dangers of taking into th e 
body germs th at may bring on fatal diseases. 
It is well to remember th at rip p ling streams 
and bubbling sp rings, alth ough beautiful to th e 
ey e, are not wh at th ey seem and are only in 
rare cases as h ealth ful as water sup p lied by th e 
water comp anies and municip al governments. 
A first aid kit is th e p rerequisite of any camp ­ 
ing p arty , esp ecially if th e camp is situated far 
from a p h y sician. A useful first aid kit sh ould 
contain a few articles th at would be h elp ful in 
giving iTrst aid and a few simp le remedies th at 
may be taken with out medical advise. 
Wise camp ers will avoid flies and oth er insects 
and p ests. Ex p erienced camp ers say th at tents 
sh ould be p itch ed oa th e top of a low ridge or 
on th e summit of a knoll with gently slop ing 
sides. All underbrush sh ould be cleared away be­ 
cause it is frequently a sh elter for mosquitoes. 
Kitch en and mess tents sh ould be screened and 
dish es sh ould alway s be wash ed in boiling water 
All garbage sh ould be p laced in covered re­ 
cep tacles and p romp tly disp osed of. 
Th e best 
meth od of disp osing of wastes is by burning.
